A  new  introduction  with  exceptionally  large  double 
light  mauve  flowers.  A  strong  Louise  type  grower. 
LADY  HUME  CAMPBELL 

A  free  flowering  double  Violet  with  long  stems 
and  light  mauve  blooms.  A  vigorous  grower,  but 
seemingly  quite  disease  resistant. 

JAMIE  HIGGINS 

Pale  mauve  flowers  made  distinctive  by  the  streaks 
of  red  at  the  base  of  the  petals.  A  compact  grower. 
A  new  but  not  strongly  recommended  sort. 
SWANLEY  WHITE 

The  best.  and.  only  pure  white  Violet.  Gives  large 
double  flowers,  especially  when  warmed  by  the 
spring  sunshine.  It  is  not  an  easy  doer  and  seems 
to  have  an  off  and  on  year.  Growth  is  small  and 
compact  without  many  runners. 

RUSSIAN  DOUBLE 

This  is  a  variety  much  sought  after  because  of 
its  extreme  hardiness  under  all  conditions.  Dark 
mauve  flowers  of  fair  size.  Stock  is  limited  because 
of  its  poor  propagating  nature. 

PRINCESS  MARY 

This  is  the  finest  of  all  new  Violets  and  has  re¬ 
ceived  the  R.  H.  S'."  Medal  in  England,  where  it 
originated.  It  is  a  “double-single”  of  remarkably 
deep  color  and  otherwise  having  all  the  free  flower¬ 
ing  and  good  growing  habits  of  Mrs.  David  Lloyd 
George.

RUSSIAN  SINGLE 

Very  hardy  and  free  flowering.  Flowers  of  fairly 
good  size  and  medium  Violet  in  color.  'Recom¬ 
mended  for  planting  in  rockeries,  etc. 

CALIFORNIA 

Very  rank  growing  type  with  long  stems,  light 
colored  flowers  and  foliage.  The  single  flowers  are 
of  good  size  and  are  borne  profusely.  A  variety  best 
adapted  to  culture  in  the  state  from  which  it  gets 
its  name.
